UNSAID THINGS 
X H E longer I live the m ore I am impressed with the wisdom of not say- 
* ing everything th at I think, especially where the expression of my 
thoughts m ight create im m ediate controversy or put me on the defense. 
I find th a t I am too often wrong to offer myself up to too much defense. 
We are never taken to task for things we do not say, but we are all 
too often misquoted or m isunderstood because of m any things we do say. 
And when such a state of affairs is brought to our attention, things are 
mussed up worse than ever when we try to explain or elaborate. 
Unsaid things never cause any harm. Thank God, we can think what 
we please—and there are those who will express what they please, but I 
can see no wisdom in such expression if someone else is going to be hurt 
thereby. 
Word hurts leave the biggest of all scars—and they leave a memory 
besides. The curse of politics is th at it leaves so much bitterness in its 
wake. 
All governm ent should be impartial. Partisanship should yield 
to nothing but ideas and principles, yet how rarely it does. 
Even friend­ 
ships are thrust aside because of differences of opinion, expressed in a 
m anner to hurt someone ra th e r than to convince. 
All too often there are those who give vent to their real thinking, 
through the medium of jest, or pretended humor. 
It often takes more courage to say nothing th an to say something 
th a t m ight hurt or harm . 
Unsaid things do not trouble one. whereas m any a careless utterance 
has sunk deeply into the heart of someone else to do its deadly work for 
years. 
Little do we realize the potency of the spoken word, for good or 
iii. 
I once heard an acquaintance tell me th at he regretted the death of 
a friend of mine, who also a t one time was an inseparable friend of this 
acquaintance, because he just w anted the opportunity of passing him on 
the street without speaking to him!
